It will, of course, take time to fit 
all the faces with masks of the right 
size. Some have No. 6 faces others 
No. 12 faces, there are broad, lumpy 
faces while still others have long 
slender faces with # hich instep. 
However, in the large assortment 
there will be found a 
comfortable fit for every man so that 
nobody's face will be pinched. 

The gas school is conducted in a 
laboratory located among the sage 
brush under direction of Maj. 
Thomas Yale. who occupies the 
chair of anti-gas. His chief instruc- 
tor ig Lieut. Thomas Gren, who 
with numerous assistants, comprise 
the faculty of the school. Higher 
education in gas is one of the re- 
sults of the war. Prior to hostilities 
a man's education along this line 
was considered complete after he 
had cussed his first gas bill and 
learned not to blow ont the gas 
before retiring, but to let it burn 
all night. Having mastered these 
things he was presented with a 
diploma and pronéunced fit to make 
his own way in the world. Now, 
however, his character is not con- 
sidered well-rounded until he has 
warned to filter gas through a face 
strainer before inhaling it. As each 
clasy is eraduated from the gas 
school, the valedictorian puts on his 
mask and delivers his oration 


a weive. This takes the raw | 


The first lesson consists of strap- 
Ping the mask on the head, and 
then unstrapping tl. This is im- 
portant because it is absolutely 
necessary to remove the mask at 
meal time, there being no nozzle 
through which soup and pie can be 
inhaled. Doubtless in time some- 
body will invent a gas mask with a 
long hose attachment through which 
liquid nourishment can be fed into 
the face from a field kitchen lo- 
cated behind the lines. In case there 
ia a hill between the first-line trench 
and the field kitchen, tHe liquid 
nourishment can be siphoned or 
pumped over. However, these are 
utopian thoughts, and we are now 
face to face with the «rim future, 
and we must face that future in gas 
masks with no food hatches. 

Having mastered the knack of 
dressing and undressing their heads, 
the men begin combatting noxious 
fumes in the open field. Thev line 
up with their faces reverently bared, 
and marks hanging from their belts. 
Gas shells are thén exploded so that 
the incoming sea breeze will waft 
the contents in their direction. They 
are given six seconds in which to 
put on their muzzles; that being the 
time that it takes the gas storm to 
reach them. These are not the same 
kind of stink bombs employed by 
the Kaiser. However, they contain 
fumes, which while dangerous, pro- 
duce some pain in the eyes, and 
after an experience with it the lan- 
gards speed up in getting on their 
cages when they see it approaching

intendent of the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, and proud Sister of a cap- 
tain, three majors and a lord, all in 
the service of the British govern- 
ment, yesterday received à letter 
from France stating the Military 
Cross had been awarded her young:

Her mother and two sisters still live 
in Ne@castie, N. B. She has lived in 
Los Angeles about six_ years. 

Max Aitken, now Lord Beaver- 
brook, most famous of the brothers, 
was born at Newcastie, N. B., May 
25. 1879. He was edugsted in the 
public schools and studied law at 
Chatham, N. . 

He started Ris Whirlwind career 
shortly follewing his graduation 
from Dalhousie College at Halifax, 
N. S., when he became private sec 
retary to a business man of that city. 
His constructive genius and. remark- 
able energy soon caused him to be- 
come a recegnized@ factor in Cana- 
dian business enterprises and he be- 
came identified with several traction 
and lighting corporations and organ- 
ized and put others on a successful 
basis. 

Subsequentty he became the head

His name became almost. a houge- 
hold word in the Dominion, due to 
his meteoric rise, megnetic. person- 
ality, and the liberal manner in 
which he disposed of his wealth in 
aseisting charities and other public 
institutions. 

In Canada he is sometimes called 
“a living storm,” because of his in- 
tense energy and capacity for solv 
ing the problems of big business.

He met 
Bonar Law, a member of the Un- 
fonist Cabinet, and a few other Ca- 
nadians eager in the cause ag im- 
perialism.

he won. This was the beginning of 
a career in England which raised 
him to the peerage in seven years. 
He is prominently mentioned in the 
Saturday Evening Post in an article 
on noted Englishmen in the war. 
This articie refers to him as the 
“Warwick of the war.“ 

“Il am proud of all my brothers: 
who wouldn't be?” asked Mrs. 
Walker yesterday. “It is achievement 
that counts in this world, and one 
can come by achievement only by 
hard work. My brothers—all of 
them— have worked hard, and all 
have been consistently successful in 
business as well as in the service 
of their country.“ 

Lord Beaverbrook some years ago 
married Miss Drury, a daughter of 
Gen. Drury, S. B., of Halifax. Lord 
and Lady Beaverbrook have three 
children,

GENIUS AND HARD WORK 
BY TOM FITCH. 
Genius has been often described 
as “a capacity for hard work.” Sam- 
uel Smiles said “the great difference 
between men consists less in their 
original endowment than in their 
power of continuous and persevering 
labor. There must, howéver, be the 
spark of creative power, otherwise 
labor by iteelf could avall Wttle. 
Men of genius are not only laborious 
and persevering, but they are, for 
the most part, enthusiasts. In the 
case of discoveries and inventions 
nothing can be done without enthu- 
siasm. The man of genius is usually 
before his age. He is not only un- 
recognized by his contemporaries, 
but he is often thwarted and baffled— 


by them. This has been the case in 
the discovery of the law of univer- 
sal gravitation, of the undulatory 
theory of light, of the application of 
steam for the purposes of labor and 
locomotion, and of the principle of 
evolution and new laws of growth 
and development in the world about 
us.” 


Genius is not always 80 upcon- 
scious aa it was in the cases of 
„Shakespeare and Newton. Some 
have not only recognized but agsert- 
ed their own genius before the world 
recogniged it. 
said the great physiologist, “you will 
not soon meet with another John 
Hunter.” Dante claimed a first place 
among poets and confidently pre 
dicted his own fame. Kepler be- 
Heved that the country to which he 
belonged would yet glory in him and

may well walt for a reader during 

our century, when God himeelf, dur- 
thousand 
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bestowed upon himself. Wordsworth 
anticipated with confidence the judg- 
ment of posterity on his poems. 
“Great men,” says Samuel Smiles, 
“are the product and offspring of 
their age. They are made and 
molded by the times in which they 
live. While they influence they are 
also influenced by their contempo- 
raries. Their family surroundings, 
their education and upbringing. the 
political and religious opinion of 
their period act and react upon their 


acter and evoke their best powers. 
Hence great men, influenced by like 
causes, so often appear in as many 
groups or constellations, Such a 
group appeared in -Greece in the 
time of Pericles; in Rome during 
the Augustan age; in Spain during 
the reign of Philip II: aud in France 
at the beginning of that of Louis

vey, Milton, Hampden and Cromwell. 
In Italy a constellation of sreat 
-artists appeared almost simultane- 
ously—Leonarde da Vinci, Michael 
Angelo, Raphael, Titian, Corregio 
and others. The year 1768 witnessed 
the birth of Napoleon I, Wellington, 
Mehemet Afi and Cuvier; and in the 
same year the first steam carriage 
was made by Cugnot, the French- 
man; the patent for the spianing 
jenny was taken out by Arkwright, 
the Englishman, and the patent for 
the condensing steam engine by 
James Watt, the Scotchman.”

Letter to School Board 


Decries Student's Attack 
Undergraduate Paper 


“None of Our Business,” Sey 
Members of Faculty 


Deciaring that the publication of 
an editorial in the Occidental Col? 
lege paper, criticising the action of 
the Los Angeles Board of Education 
for dropping the study of German 
in the public schools was “none of 
our business,” Dr. Silas J. Evans. 
president of Occidental College — 
& polite letter to the Board of Bdu- 
cation last night, in which he ex- 
Plained the position of the college 
trustees in regard to college jour- 
naliam, and the board accepted the 
explanation, dismissing the incident 
With leas than a dozen of 
comment. 

The dissension arose Saturday 
when Raymond Buell, editor of the 
Occidental College paper, published 
an editorial in which he referred to 
the Los Angeles Board of Education 
as being “childish, narrow and auto- 
cratic” in its stand on German. He 
referred to “childish ixnorance and 
enmity’ in certain paragraphs of the 
editorial. Explanatory of Occiden- 
tal College's attitude in the matter. 
Dr. Evans sent the following letter 
to the board, and it was received, 
and placed on file: 4

Dqmurrage charges car 
per day or fraction of a roth gd car 
is released, as follows: Three dol- 
lars for the first day, $4 for the 
second day and for each succeeding 
additional day to be in- 
creased i in excess of that for the 
preceding day until a maximum 
charge of $10 per car per day shall 
be reached the eighth day of de- 
tention beyond free time, the charge 
thereafter to be $10 per car per day 
or fraction thereof. These charges 
will supersede all those named in ex- 
isting tariffs applicable to domestic 
freight and specifically contemplate 
the cancellation of all average agree- 
ment provisions of existing tariffs.
